Greatest Part of Surface Will Be 
Covered at 2:40 A. M.; Clouds 
May Spoil the Spectacle.

For anyone who happens to be out- 
doors, or near a witidow, in the first 
five hours of tomorrow morning, the 
moon will be worth a look. It will be 
faving a partial eclipse, which for a 
‘Pa of that time will conceal just 
enotgh of its surface to make the rest 
inore interesting, and for the rest. of 
the time will give it M queer look. 

The real aclipse, when a part of the 
moon will be covered by the earth's in- 
ner shadow, comes between 1:55 and 3:24 
a. m., and the middle of this period, 
when the greatest part of the surface 
is covered; will - be at-240. The part of 
the performance which comes from 12:04 
to 1:55 a. m., and fromi 8:24 to 5:14, will 
be the progress of the moon through 
the hazy pentimbra or outer shadow 
of the earth. .From 12:4 to 1:5 the 
moon will be advancing through penum- 
bra to the inner shadow, and from 3:24 
to.6:14 it .will be moving away, through 
the penumbra, from the outer shadow. 
“The accompanying diagram, which was 
drawn by Father Goesse of St. Louls 
University for the . Post-Dispatch, 
shows thé progress of the moon 
from right to left. The key to thé 
‘ettérs is as follows: EP, enter penum- 
bra, 12:04 a. m.; BS, enter (innér) shad- 
ow, 1:55; MS, middle shadow, 2:40; LS 
leave (inner) shadoW, 3:24; LP, leave 
penumbra, 5:14. 

‘Father Goesse said that while the 
eclipse would be interesting to students 
wf astrofiomy, he would not advise the 
general public to sit up for it. He thinke 
the paftial eclipse of the sun on the 
morning of Feb, 3 will be of more gen- 
eral interest. As cloudy weather is of- 
felally predicted for tonight and tomor- 
row, the moon’s movements may not be 
visible anyway.

Acountants Employed by Mayor 
Find Many . Statements of 
Purchases Are Incorrect. 


SCHOOLS BIG SUFFERERS 


They. Receive $6 of Each 
$10.50 Collected on Basis. of 
Liquor Stocks Semi-Annually. * 


Expert accountants employed by May- 
or Kiel reported to him today that the 
city, the public schools and the State 
are losing many thousands of dollars 
annually because of false reports made 
by saloon keepers as to the amount of 
intoxicating liquors purchased. 

Under the law each saloon keeper in 
obtaining a renewal of his license must 
state under oath the amount of liquors 
purchased by him in the preceding six 
months. On this he is taxed $10.50 per 
$1000 of purchases. Of this the city gets 
e, the public library 40 cents, the art 
museum 20 cents, the public schools $6 
and the State $1.90. 

Under the new charter the Mayor 
is authorized to employ expert account- 
ants. to check any city department. Un- 
der this authority the Mayor employed 
Marwick, Mitchell Peat & Co. ’ 

i No Reports From 455. 

In their report the accountanis state 
that for the period from Jan. 3, 1915, to 
July 3, 1915, three saloon Keepers re- 
ported purchases in ‘excess of $4000, 17 
reported between $2000 and $4000, 152 re- 
ported between $1000 and $2000, 907 report- 
ed between $1000 and $2000, and 756 re- 
ported less than $1000. No purchase re- 
ports were received from 455. 

Appended to the report was a list of 
all saloons in the city and the amount of 
purchases they reported. The largest 
was S. L. Geisinger, 35 South Seventh 
street, who reported buying $15,000 of in- 
toxicating liquors. W. J. Fox of Sl 
Choutéau avenue reported $3500. Some of 
the larger saloons reported = smaller 
amounts. In tue list were: 

Jefferson Hotel, $2600; Planters Hotel, 
22000; McTague’s, ett; Maryland Hotel,

National Bank Building, $600; Sarazan, 
Frisco Building, $1500; Garavelli «

In the report on the office of License 
Collector Alt it is stated that a great 
many merchants and manufacturers un- 
derstate the value of their property that 
i¢ subject to license and ‘the Board of 
Wqualization for Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Licenses have had to. make 
zrequent investigations which resulted 
-n increases of from’ §# to #0 per cent. . 

Keports Are Secret. 

The law throws secrecy about tle re- 
ports of mrchants and manufacturers, 
and for that reason the report men- 
tions no names, but it states that there 
ig @ good deal of license-tax dodging in 
spite of the efforts of Collector Alt to 
prevent it. 

The license is $1 per $1000 of sgles 
and $2 per $1000 of merchandise, 
materials, etc., on hand. They are 
due the first Monday in July. The 
merchants and manufacturers are re- 
qQuired to report sales for the year 
ending May 31 and the largest 
amount of merchandise, materials, 
etc, ,in stock between the first Mon- 
da yin March and the first Monday in 
June. 

The department, the report says, is 
well organized and well managed and 
the system enables Comptroller Play- 
er’s department: to have an adequate 
check all the way back to the origi- 
nal affidavit. 

The system in the department of 
Collector Koeln, according to the re- 
port, is about perfect. The Comptrol- 
ler has a perfect: check on it and 
accounts are settled promptly. 

The present report does not touch 
on the department of water rates 


collections. 
“Groosly Underestimated.” 


In their report the accounts state: 

“That the amount of purchases is 
grossiy underestimated by applicants 
for licenses is conceded by the Excise 
Commissioner and the collection depart- 
ments. They contend they have no au- 
thority to question or verify the affi- 
davits filed, although on some occasions, 
I am informed, the Excise Commissioner 
has caused an applicant to voluntarily 
increase the amount of purchases in his 
affidavit."’ 

The report recommends that such ad- 
ditional legislation as is needed be 
passed to clothe the Excise Commis- 
sioner with authority to compel appli- 
cants accurately to state the amount 
of purchase.

St. Louis at last has a policewomai.. 
The appointment of Miss Laura M. 


Kinkead, 4 years old, of 4536 Morgan 
street, was announced by President Mc- 
Pheeters of the Police Board today. 

Miss Kinkead wil) have the rank of a 
probationary patrolman, with a salary 
of $365 a month. She will not walk a 
beat. 

President McPheeters said Miss 
Kinkead would be assigned to service 
with the Parole Bureau. Three patrol- 
men are now members of this bureau. 

The policewoman’'s main duty will ve 
to report on the conduct of women who 
have been, paroled by Judges in the 
criminal and police courts. 

For some time Miss Kinkead has been 
doing this work voluntarily. She has 
reported on many paroled persons and 
in some cases the information which 
she gave caused: paroles to be revoked. 
She was recommended by several Judges 
of the criminal division of the Circuit 
Court,, amiong them being Judge Grimm 
and Judge Cave. 

Chief Young's first order to the new 
policewoman was that she must not per- 
mit her picture to be taken for publi- 
cation in the newspapers. .1e explained 
this by saying that many of Miss Kin- 
kead’s assignments would be on secret 
work, and her efficiency would be im- 
paired if her features became familiar to 
the public. 

The Legislature at its last session 
granted to cities of more than. 5000 pop- 
ulation the right to appoint policewom- 
en. Since then clubs and other organ- 
izations of women in St. Louis have 
been urging such an appointment here. 
.At a meeting of club women recently, 
President McPheeters promised that a 
policewoman would be appointed in a 
short -time. 

The Police Board decided that if the 
experiment is successful two or three 
other women will bé made members of 
the police department.

FIRES AT SAME 
PLANT AT GRAFTON 


Widely Separated Buildings Be- 
lieved to Be Incendiary. 


Thé Tilinois Powder  Co’s.. plant at 
Grafton, IiL, (which manhufactdres, 
among other things, nitrie*acid, which 
is used in the manufacture of war mu- 
nitions for the allies, was. damaged 
about $10,000 by three fires which start- 
ed simultaneously in widely separated 
parts of the plant at 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing. There was no explosion, and the 
only damage was from fire. 

Leo Peterson, superintendent of the 
plant, said that great damage would 
have been done if the fires had started 
prior to yesterday. He said that yes- 
terday all the dynamite on hand, six 
tons, was shipped out and ‘thdt there 
were po explosives in the plant. 

The fires started in thé ammonia 
building, in the box magazine and in 
the shipping house. Two of these builld- 
ings are about 1200 feet apart, and the 
third is 400 feet from one of the others. 

It is customary to store dynamite in 
the shipping house after its marfufac- 
ture until it is shipped. ' 

The principal business of the company 
is the manufacture of dynamite, which 
is not used in war munitions. The com- 
pany u nitric acid in making dyna- 
mite. It manufactures about twice as 
much nitric acid aa it uses, and sells 
the surplus to munition factories. In 
the last month it has sold about two 
cars of nitric acid. ‘ 

Peterson is convinced that the fires 
must have been of incendiary origin, 
but has no idea as to who started them. 
He said the company had not discharged 
an employe for 16 months, and that so 
far as he knew it had no dissatisfied 
workmen. 

Peterson said an employe of a quarry 
near the plant told him that when he 
was going to work this morning he saw 
a stranger walking rapidly away from 
the plant. His suspicions were not 
aroused until a few minutes later, when 
he saw the smoke from the. fires. 

The company had no watchmen at the 
plant last night.

Berlin Fears Conviction in Neu- 
tral Investigation, Says Lor 
don Official Statem cut.

LONDON, Jan. 19.—Th. British official 
view of the German pte regarding the 
Baralong case has be:n given out as fol- 
lows: 

“The Germans laim their army anc 
navy have observed, during the present 
war, the principles of international law 
and humanity and that the German au- 
thorities take care that all violations 
tarefully will be investigated and pun- 
ished. 

“Some surprise is expressed that tho 
nation whose armed forces have been re- 
sponsible for the sack of Louvain, the 
murder of hundreds of unoffending men, 
women and ,children on the Lusitania 
and other ships, the execution of Edith 
Cavell, the introduction of poisonous 
gases, the poisoning of wells, attempted 
torpedoing of hospital ships and count- 
less other atrocities should describe their 
methods of warfare as humane. 

“It is further pointed out that it would 
be interesting to know how many Ger- 
man subjects, if any, have been pun- 
ished for these atrocities. The German 
claim that the Arabic was torpedoed be- 
cause the commander of the submarine 
had the conviction that the Arabic was 
about to ra mthe submarine. 

“Arabic Deliberately Sunk.” 

“The facts are that the Arabic”was 
sunk deliberately by a German subma- 
rine, without warning and that she 
neither attempted to attack the subma- 
rine nor to escape from it. 

“With regard to the destruction of 
the British submarine BH-13 in Danish 
waters by a German torpedo boat de- 
stroyer, it is claimed that it came to 
a fight between the war vessels and 
that the submarine defended itself with 
gunfire. The true facts are as follows: 
The Germans found the submarine 
sanded in neutral waters and incap- 
able of either offense or defense. The 
German destroyer fired a torpedo at the 
B-113. The torpedo exploded close to her.

France and England Jointly Con- 
sider Case of Ships Bound 
for Neutral States. 


BLOCKADE TALK AWAITED 


Foreign Office Is Willing to 
Have Parliament Debate the 
Subject Freely. 


Special Crble to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 
LONDON, Jan .19.—The Post-Dispatch 
correspondent was informed in official 
quarters today that Great Britain’s re- 
ply to the American note protesting 
against interference with trade between 
the United States and neutral states ad- 
Facent to Germany will probably be dis- 
patched early in February. Its contents 
are now a matter of consideration by the 
French and British Governments and 
when completed will be submitted to 

France for its approval. 

It is the delay connected with this 
joint consideration which makes its dis- 
patch within less than two weeks im- 
probable. The general tenor of the docu- 
ment, moreover, may depend upon the 
outcome of debates in Parliament. on 
the blockade question. Wher inquiry 
was made whether it haé@ pveen deter- 
mined, to establish a «umplete blockade, 
the reply was thet no announcement 
would be madeyet. 

ParYaiment to Debate Question. 
The American embassy has not sent 
any notification to the State Depart- 
ment that Great Britain intends to 
change the situation created by the 
orders in council into an actual block- 
ade, British official circles declare that 
no change will be made until the sub- 
ject is freely debated in the House of 
Commons. The Foreign Office appears 
weary of criticism and will be willing 
to have the subject freely ventilated in 
Parliament. It is not likely, however, 
that it will surrender the control of the 
blockade to the Admiralty. 

The Westminster Gazette, which fre- 

quently voices the Views of the Gov- 
ernment, admits that more stringent 
measures’ should be taken to restrict 
overseas trade with Germany, but adds. 
“It is idle to suppose we can get .all 
we want for the allied cause from neu- 
tral countries without making conces- 
sions in return.”’ 
The Gazette contends that any block- 
ade policy must be framed and presented 
to neutral Governments jointly by Rus- 
sia, France, Great Britain and Ifdly. It 
suggests that the answer to the Amer- 
ican note should go not from Great 
Britain alone, but from the allies in 
concert. 

Chronicle Discusses, Blockades. 
The Daily Chronicle in a carefully 
written editorial replies to the Morning 
Post’s demand for a more stringent 
blockade of Germany, on the basis of 
the figures of American exports to neu- 
tral countries adjacent to Germany. The 
Chronicle asserts that the figures show 
and mean nothing, as they ignore the 
fact that before the war, Holland and 
Scandinavia imported these goods very 
largely from Germany and also the fact 
that the Scandinavian countries at pres- 
ent are acting largely as relay stations 
for huge Russian shipments, The Chron- 
icle adds: 

“On the general question of the Brit- 
ish blockade of Germany, two points 
must not be forgotten, one of right, the 
other of expediency.

LONDON, Jan. 19.~The Politiken of 
Copenhagen, as quoted by the Exchange 
Telegraph correspondent there, says 
that anxiety has been aroused in Stock- 
holm by the speech at the opening of 
the Swedish Parliament by King Gus- 
tave, who urged vigorous preparation of 
national defenses in view of the dis- 
regard on the part of belligerents of 
neutral] rights. 

The situation is a source of concern 
in Stockholm, the correspondent says, 
on account of the seizure by the British 
last week of provisions on the Swedish- 
American steamship Stockholm from 
New York for Stockholm. 

Action Is Criticised. 

The action of the British authorities 
is criticised sharply by the Swedish 
press, which expresses the opinion that 
thé vdlue of the goods seized cannot be 
regarded as anything like an adequate 
offset to the effect of the incident oa 
relations between Sweden and Great 
Britain. Some of the Swedish news- 
papers state that such actions are worse 
than an open rupture. 

Hjalmar Branting, Socialist leader in 
the Second Swedish Chamber, who re- 
cently visited the allied front’‘in Flan- 
ders; is quoted by the Social Demo- 
kraten as saying that he prefers deci- 
sive action a day too early to a day too 
late in order to save Sweden from com- 
plications. 

Friendship Not Mentioned. 

“It is noted that King Gustave, in his 
speech from the throne, did not make 
the usual reference to the good rela- 
tions of Sweden with foreign Powers,”’ 
the correspondent adds. ‘Several inter- 
pellations on foreigh affairs are expect- 
ed during the session.”’ 

The cargo of the Stockholm, which 
was taken into Kirkwall last week 
while on a voyage from New York for 
Stockholm, included 638 tons of oleo- 
margarine, 264 tons of lard and 714 tons 
of meat, all destined for Sweden. The 
entire shipment was detained for the 
prize court at Kirkwall.

The only 
obvious difficulty is that of the Baltic. 
We are bound to blockade Germany’s 
Baltic ports, but we cannot, except by 
submarine, blockade them in ‘the Baltic 
itself. It is a feature of the old style 
Lincoln blockade that it bars all com- 
ers impartially and it is only in the 
Baltic itself that we can bar com- 
ers from the Scandinavian countries, 
The point has already been taken 
against us by Mr. Wilson and except 
through the activities of our submarines 
we have provided no direct answer.” 

The Evening Standard says a tech- 
nical blockade of Germany would not 
solve the difficulty.

Roofs Taken From Buildings to Make 
Coffins in Mexico. 
LAREDO, Tex., Jan. 19.—Very few 
crops have been planted in Mexico and 
there is a scarcity of meat throughout 
the country, according to passengers 
reaching the border today. Disease is 
rampant and deaths far above the nor- 
mal rate. An American arriving here 
says that in one district the authorities 
are removing the roofs of confiscated 
ranch houses to provide material for 
coffins for those who have died of 

typhus. 

The meat scarcity is reported to be 
due in part to the alleged practice of 
scattered bands of soldiers in the rev- 
olutions of shooting cattle solely for 
their hides. 

Persons who make their way to La- 
redo make charges of ill treatment 
against the Mexico authorities. Mer- 
chants traveling to the United States to 
purchase goods say they are frequent- 
ly held up and their money taken from 
them on the ground that it is spurious.

TO RID CITY OF MOSQUITOES 


Physician to urn Loose Several 
Thousand Bats to Eat Pests 
Next Month. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Jan: 19.—Sev- 

eral thousand mosquito-eating bats wil’ 
be ‘turned loose in San Antonio next 
month. Dr. C.._ A. R. Campbell is re- 
sponsible for San Antonio’s bat roost. 
He says that one bat in the course of 
a single day will eat 1000 mosquitoes. 
The flight of the bats will begin about 
Feb. 1% and from then until April %0 
they will fly about all night long, de- 
vouring mosquitoes.. Dr. Campbell says 
that the more malaria, typhoid and 
other germs a mosquito carries the bet- 
ter the bat relishes it. 
After April 30 the bats grow less hun- 
gry and more sleepy. By the end of 
July their flight totals only about two 
hours. Soon thereafter the season for 
baby bats arrives.

RECRUITING TOTAL 
SURPRISED ENEMY 


Showed Germany, He Declares, 
the Country Acquiesced 
Military Measures Taken. 


KITCHENER WELL PLEASED 


Believes Army Bill Will Provide 
All Men Necessary to Secure 
Victory. 
ee 
LONDON, Jan. 19.—Lord Derby was 
asked yesterday how many men would 
come forward under the Derby plan, 
and what the British fighting force in 

the field would be. He said: 

“It is impossible to make estimates on 
the numbers of men, for if the Angel 
Gabriel made any estimate someone 
would be found in the House of Com- 
mons to rise and challenge the estimate. 
But one essential thing is sure—it has 
been a complete answer to Germany and 
has shown that we will have enough 
men to carry forward the war to a suc- 
cessful conclusion.’’ 

When Lord Derby was asked what a 
“successful conclusion”’ implied, he 
said: 

“Answering that might involve laying 
down terms of peace, such as Germany's 
getting out of Belgium and France, and 
s0 on, which is outside my province. 

For Permanent Peace. 

“But certain it is that a successful 
conclusion of the war means that it will 
be prosecuted until] we have such a 
peace as will make it sure there will be 
no further war of this kind in our time 
or in our children’s children’s time. It 
will be conclusive and nothing short of 
that.’’ 

Lord Derby referred to the ability of 
the rapidly expanding army to give Ger- 
many ‘‘a good licking,’’ ‘and he added 
“it will do it all right.” 

The military measures taken by En- 
gland has been a complete surprise to 
gaan, he declared, first, in showing 
the number of men who had come for- 
ward, and then that the country had 
acquiesced in the measures so thor- 
oughly. Even those who had opposed 
the measures most bitterly were careful 
to say that they would obey the law 
once it was enacted. 


High Order of Intelligence. 

Asked about the quality of the new 
men, the Director of Recruiting said: 

“It is of a high order in physique. 
stamina and intelligence. We had three 
sizes of recruits—big. medium and small 
—but it has become a necessity to dis- 
continue the small size entirely and the 
mediums partially, and the intelligence 
of the new men is of such a high order 
that it helps the problem of supplying 
sufficient trained officers.”’ 

When reference was made by the 
Associated Press correspondent to the 
prevailing idea that many soldiers on 
returning from the war will go to Can- 
ada, Australia and the colonies, Lord 
Derby said: 

“Yes, but the best thing is that they 
will come back when the country needs 
them. I get letters daily from all over 
the world from men eager to pay all 
expenses and come back now that the 
country needs them, I got a letter this 
inorning from a young fellow in San 
Francisco saying he had closed up his 
affairs and was coming back to serve 
his country. Love for the mother coun- 
iry which this war has inspired is one 
of its redeeming features.”’ 

Will Have Enough Men, 

The second day of the committee stage 
of the military bill in the House of 
Commons yesterday was cniefly interest- 
ing from the fact that it elicited the 
opinion of Earl Kitchener, Secretary of 
War, that the bill would provide all the 
men he required to enable him to do all 
necessary to be done in order to win 
victory. 

This was announced by Walter Hume 
Long, president of the local Government 
Board, who, in behalf of the Govern- 
ment, resisted an amendment seeking to 
bring under the scope of the bill all 
youths attaining the age of 18 years. 
This amendment was lost. 

The greatest discussion centered 
around Sir John Simon's amendment, 
which, if adopted, would virtually pre- 
vent any enlistment until Investigation 
by a military tribunal proved the ex- 
istence of a substantial number of singl> 
men not already attested or actually en- 
waged in war services. 

Premier Asquith opposed this amend. 
mendment with the argument that tt 
struck at the basic principle of the Dill, 
The amendment was rejected by an 
overwhelming majority.

Says He Would Take All 
Profit Out of War. 


RETURNS ARE ENORMOUS 


Manufacturers Not Ones to Be 
Allowed to Mold Public Opin- 
ion, He Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Elimination 
of private profit as an influence for war 
by Government manufacture of all mu- 
nitions was urged in the Senate toaay 
by Senator Cummings of Iowa, Repub- 
lican. He pleaded for prompt adoption 
of his resolution, which would authorize 
& special committee to inquire into the 
most feasible plan of acquiring and con- 
structing plants to supply the army and 
navy with all arms, ammunition and 
equipment, including ships, ant to re- 
port on the legislation necessary to pre- 
vent private manufacture of such prod- 
ucts. 

“I agree that war may come to this 
country,’’ Senator Cummins declared, 
“put if it comes it must be the result 
of calm, dispassionate, loyal purpose to 
meet the awful scourge, because there 
is no other way of defending our civili- 
vation, our institutions and our honor. 
i do not assert that every person or cor- 
poration which may profit from war 
would incite war, but I do assert that 
all such persons and associations are 
not competent to judge the controversies 
which may lead to conflict, and inas- 
much as they cannot be removed from 
the great panel of the republic, they 
ought to be removed from the business 
out of which their interest grows. It 
ought to be made impossible, so far as 
the power of the Government is con- 
cerned, for any man or corporation to 
make money out of war.”’ 

Emphasizing the efrects of the Euro- 
pean war on private munifion makers 
in the United States he told the Senate 
that since the war began there had been 
174 new corporations organized in this 
country for the manufacture of muni- 
tions and the value of arms and muni- 
tions exported in 15 months had aggre- 
gated $161,964,278. He submitted a table 
showing the following estimates of the 
amounts of war contracts of some of the 
larger corporations: 

American Car and Foundry, $35,000,000; 
American Locomotive, $66,000,000: Amer- 
ican Steel Foundries, $15,000,000; Baldwin 
Locomotive Works, $100,000,000; Bethie- 
hem Steel Co., 11,000 shells a. day, to- 
gether with field guns and other like 
arms; Colorado Fuel and Iron Co., 35,000 
tons of steel rounds; Crucible Steel of 
America, $10,600,000; General Electric 
$68,000,000; New York Air Brake, $20,242,- 
000; Westinghouse Air Brake, $20,000,000, 
Westinghouse Manufacturing Co., $100,- 
000,000. 


“This does not include,’ the Sena- 
tor continued, “the contracts of the 
Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing Co. of 
shrapnel shells, or the du Pont Pow- 
der Co. of explosives, or the Electric 
Storage Battery Co., or the General 
Chemical Co., or the General Motors 
Co., or of the Lackawanna Steel Co., 
or of the Tenessee Copper Co., all of 
which, are immen concerns and 
have been largely} engaged in the 
same business.” é' 

The Senator read from another 
table to show unparalleled increases 
during the war in the market value 
of stocks, listing a score of concerns 
in which stock values had increased 
in the aggregate $432,066,500. 

Investigation of the motives of sup- 
porters and opponents of preparedness 
was urged by Representatives Gardner 
of Massachusetts,” Hensley of Missouri 
and Tavener of Illinois, today before 
the House Rules Committee. 

Gardner’s pending resolution would 
embrace organizations and individuals 
including himself, Representative Tav- 
enner and William J. Bryan. 

“Mr. Bryan, of course,’’ Gardner told 
the committee, ‘“‘has a perfect right to 
make money out of his crusade against 
preparedness if he chooses to do so. 
However, if his speeches are paid for, 
the public is less likely to put faith in 
his accusations, especially when he him- 
self refuses to make good when they are 
challenged. 

“With Mr. Tavenner and me it is dif- 
ferent. We are handsamely paid to 
legislate for the country. If we are 
making additional money in our cam- 
paign for and against ‘preparedness’ oUr 
constituents are entitled to know that 
fact.”” 

Tavenner has a resolution to deter- 
mine ultimately if the Government 
should manufacture its own munitions 
and armor plate. He wants to know 
what members of Congress have inter- 
ests in munitions plants and the connec- 
tion of former and present army and 
navy officers with preparedess organi- 
zations. 

Hensley told the committee that after 
a visit of Hudson Maxim to St. Louis to 
urge preparedness, advertisements of 
stock in companies manufacturing Max- 
im’s war inventions appeared. .

CONTROL OUTLINES 


Mrs. Margaret Sanger Contends Law Is Wrong 
in Classing Terms She Used in Her Litera- 
ture as Obscene. 


NEW YORK, Jan. i9—The case of 
Mrs. Margaret H. Sanger, advocate of 
birth control, who is charged with send- 
ing improper matter through the mails, 
has been postponed to Jan. 24. 

Mrs. Sanger has outlined her defense 
In an article, which appears under her 
own name in “The Blast,”’ a revolution- 
ary labor weekly of San Francisco, of 
which Alexander Berkman is editor and 
publisher. 

It is as follows: 

“There seems to be considerable mis- 
apprehension among those who are in- 
terested in my coming trial. Many are 
under the impression that the indict- 
ments pending are for circulation of for- 
bidden information. ‘This, of course, is 
not true. I have been indicted under 
Section 211 of the Federal criminal code, 
for alleged obscenity. They were issued 
against me as editor and publisher of 
The Woman Rebel. My ‘crime’ consists 
not in giving the information, but solely 
in the advocacy of birth control. There 
ere three indictments, based on 12 ar- 
ticles, 11 of which are for printing the 
words prevention of conception. To the 
elect of Federal offictaldom these words 
themselves are considered lewd, lias- 
civious and obscene. In none of these 
articles is any information given—sim- 
ply discussions of the subject addressed 
to working women of this country. 


“Many ‘radical’ advisers have assured 
me that the wisest course for me to 
follow in fighting the case would be to 
plead ‘guilty’ to this ‘obscenity,’ and to 
throw myself upon the mercy of the 
Court, which would mean, according to 
those familiar with the administration 
of ‘justice,’ a light sentence or a smalj 
fine. ‘ 

“It is“Wnfortunate that so many rad- 
icals and so-called revolutionists have 
failed to understand that my object in 
this work has been to remove, or try 
to remove, the term ‘prevention of con- 
ception’ from this section of the penal 
code, where it has been labeled by our 
wise legislators as ‘filthy, vile and ob- 
scene,’ and to obtain deserved currency 
for this valuable idea and practice. 


“The problem of staying out of jail 
or getting put into jail is merely inci- 
dental in this fight. It is discouraging 
to find that advanced revolutionists of 
this country are frantically trying to 
save agitators from jail sentences and 
thereby losing sight of the real and 
crucial issues of the fights. If we could 
depend upon a strong and consistently 
revolutionary support in such battles, 
instead of weakened efforts to effect a 
compromise with the courta, there would 
be much greater stimulation for individ- 
vals to enter revolutionary activity. 

“To evade the issue in this case, as I 
have been advised to do upon the .as- 
sumption that to keep out of prison 
were the sole aim and object of my 
birth control propaganda, would mean 
to leave matters as they have been 
since 1872. But it is time for,the people 
of this country to find out if the United 
States mails are to be available for 
their use, as they in their adult Iintelli- 
gence desire, or if it is possible for the 
United States Postoffice to constitute 
itself an institution for the promulga- 
tion of stupidity and ignorance, instead 
of a mechanical convenience: 

“The first step in the birth-control 
movement or any other propaganda re- 
quiring a free press, is to open. the 
mails to the people of this country, re- 
gardiless of class. Nothing can be ac- 
complished without the free and open 
discussion of the subject. 

Says Discussion In Opened. 

“These indictments have had the ef- 
fect of opening the discussions of birth 
control in magazines and papers of the 
most conservative nature, whose editors 
would have been horrified at the sub- 
ject—previous to my arrest. 

“When my case ig called I shall enter 
a plea of “not gullity,”’ In order to sepa- 
rate the idea of prevention of concep- 
tion and birth control from the sphere 
of pornography, from the gutter of slime 
and filth where the Iily-livered legisie- 
tors have placed it under the direction 
of the late unlamented Anthony Com- 
stock, and in whieh the forces of re- 
action are still attempting to hold it.’ 


UPEN VERDICT 15 
RETURNED IN DODGE 
MURDER INQUEST 


Jury Finds Advertising Solicitor 
Was Killed by Person “‘Un- 
known to Them.”’ 


A Coroner’s jury this morning ren- 
dered an open, or inconclusive, verdic: 
as to the murder of Edward B. Vodge 
of 4314 Washington boulevard, who was 
mysteriously killed late Sunday night 
on Pendleton avenue, near Olive street, 
as he was going home from a visit to 
Theresa Fields, a waitress, of 2741 Olive 
street. The verdict was that Dodge was 
shot by ‘‘a person unknown.”’ 

Harry Douglas of 5063 Northland av- 
enue, a chauffeur, and Theresa Ficids, 
who were under bonds of $5000 and $800, 
respectively, during the inquest, were 
required to renew those bonds for one 
week longer, to give the police further 
time for inquiry into the case. Six de- 
tectives are said to be at work on the 
case, and if new evidence is discovered 
the inquest can be reopened. 

Today’s testimony related to the ac- 
quaintance of Theresa Fields with Dodge 
and Douglas, and to the rivalry of the 
two men in their attentions to her. It 
did not show anything as to the iden- 
tity of the man who killed Dodge. 

Theresh Fields, who testified yester- 
day, was recalled as a witness. In an- 
swer to questions she told how Doug- 
las, entering her home once found 
Dodge there, and refused to shake 
hands with Dodge when bhe tried to in- 
troduce them. Afterward, she _ said, 
Douglas objected to Dodge's visits to 
her, and once she left the room because 
Douglas had threatened to strike her. 
She said Douglas, as well as Dodge, had 
helped to pay her rent. 

On his last visit to her, 
hour before he was killed, she satd 
that Dodge told her he was “blue and 
broke,”” but that he expected to get some 
money ‘‘from the East," and would 
give her $10 when the money should ar- 
rive.

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BOUNDARY ROADS 


Highway Association’s Answer to 
Kirkwéod Editor’s Criticism 
of Proposed Bond Issue. 


USED BY THE TOWN FOLK 


Cheaper to Vote Bonds Than to 
Force Tax Increase, Say Im- 
provement Supporters. 


Incorporated towns in St. Louis Coun- 
ty are benefited by road improvement 
because main roads maintained at the 
expense of the county mark the boun- 
daries of many of them and are used 
largely by, the town residents, according 
to a statement issued today by the Per- 
manent Road and Bridge Association of 
St. Louis County, in answer to criticism 
hy L. M. Davis, editor of the Kirkwood 
Courier, of the proposed $3,000,000 bond 
issue for road and bridge purposes, print- 
ed in the Post-Dispatch Monday. 

Leaders of the good roads movement 
were cheered today by the arrival in 
Clayton of Dr. Laurence I. Hewes, chief 
of the economics and maintenance of- 
fice of public roads, Department of Agri- 
culture, from Washington. Dr, Hewes 
will deliver three illustrated lectures in 
St. Louis County. He will speak in the 
courthouse in Clayton tomorrow night, 
in Holy Redeemer Hall in Webster 
Groves Friday night and in St. Peter’s 
Hall in Kirkwood Saturday night. 

His lectures will be illustrated with 
views of experimental roads in St. Louis 
County, views of damage done to roads 
and bridges by the high water in Atu- 
gust and views of modern road-building 
machinery. The lecture will consider 
principally the cost of construction and 
maintenance of highways financed by 
bond issues. 

The association’s statement is as fol- 
lows: 

"The County Court has always been 
liberal and fair in dealing with the in- 
corporated towns located in St. Louis 
County. Residents of Kirkwood and 
every other incorporated town in the 
county, whose views are not, distorted 
through personal or political prejudice, 
must admit that the County Court has 
shown a friendly attitude in helping lo- 
cal municipalities solve road and drain- 
age problems. 
“Before the County Court was author- 
jzed in 1908 by the adoption of the special 
road law, to return 65 per cent of the 
%-cent road tax levy in material to in- 
corporated towns, assistance was given 
in many instances, in order to relieve 
the burden of ‘taxation without repre- 
zentation.’ 
Relief to Municipalitics. 
“The County Court recognized the in- 
justice of ‘collecting the special road 
tax from property owners in incorpo- 
ratéd towns, without giving them any- 
thing in return, and was largely respon- 
sible for the adoption of the measure 
which brought relief to the municipal- 
ities. 
“The County Court will urge the next 
Legislature to pass a bill authorizing 
the Court to expend a portion of the 
money within the limits of incorporated 
places. As the expenditure of money 
derived from the bond issue will be over 
& period of fivé years, it will be seen 
that there is ample time to procure suc}. 
legislation and to give the incorporated 
towns a direct benefit from the bond 
= instead of only an indirect ben- 
efit. 
“There are many miles of main roads 
maintained at the expense of the county 
and used largely by residents of incor- 
porated towns whose boundary lines 
they mark. For instance, the Berry 
road for a distance of three miles marks 
the eastern boundary of the city’ of 
Kirkwood and the western boundary of 
the town of Glendale. The same is true 
of the Big Bend road between Webster 
Groves and Shrewsbury; the Laclede 
Station road between these municipali- 
ties; the Clayton road on the southern 
limits of the city of Clayton from the 
North and South road to the city timits 
of St. Louis; the North and South road 
from the Rock Island tracks south to 
the Clayton road; Forsythe boulevara 
from the city limits of St. Louis west 
to Pennsylvania avenue, all adjacent to 
the city of Clayton, and other stretches 
of highway bordering on county incor- 
porated towns. 
Expense Rests With County, 
“These roadways were intentionally 
left outside of the boundaries of the 
incorporated towns in order that the ex- 
pense of construction and maintenance 
would rest with the county. The Coun- 
ty Court accepted these obligations 
without complaint, although the cost of 
maintaining these roads far exceeds that 
of the average roadway throughout the 
county. 
“The Permanent Road and Bridge As- 
sociation contends that with the adop- 
tion of the bond issue the enormous an- 
nual maintenance cost will be reduced 
to such an extent that the County Court 
will be able to build many miles of new 
road and make extensive repairs with 
money that is now wasted year after 
year. This means that the 600 miles 
of dirt roads in the county will eventual, 
ly be improved, and every section of the

KE COUNTY AUDIT 
EXPECTED 10 SHOW 
BIG DISCREPANCIES 


Errors Believed to Have Been 
Caused by Careless Methods 
of Bookkkeeping. 
REPORT IS DUE FEB. 7 
Clerk C. M. Davis Explains Mis- 


takes He Made—Turns 
‘Over $956.61.

BOWLING GREEN, Mo., Jan. 
County officials and citizens of Pike 
County are eagerly awaiting the report 
of State Auditor John P. Gordon on an 
audit of the books of the officials of 
this county made in November. While 
the audit was in progress, County Clerk 
C. M. Davis paid into the County Treas- 
ury $956.61, representing a balance which 
he found to be due the county after he 
made an audit of his own books. 

The Auditor’s report is expected to 
show that loose methods of bookkeep- 
ing have resulted in the loss of thou- 
sands of dollars of revenue to the 
county. 

Gordon Kept Busy. 

An official of the County Court, who 
was instrumental in having the audit 
made, has made numerous requests upon 
Gordon for a copy of the report, but so 
far has been unable to get it. Gordon's 
excuse was that he had been, so busy 
that he had not had time to prepare the 
report. At the Auditor's office in Jef- 
ferson City, today, it was stated the re- 
port would be filed Feb. 7 

About 700 taxpayers of Pike County 
signed petitions to the State Auditor for 
the audit of the books after the County 
Court, by a majority vote last July, de- 
feated a resolution introduced by Coun- 
ty Judge R. H. Goodman of Louisiana, 
a banker, for an audit. County Judges 
James R. 8S, McCune and Louis H. 
Brown voted against the resolution, and 
Judge Goodman voted for it. Judge 
Goodman and his friends then caused 
petitions for the audit to be circulated, 
and these were sent to Gordon by Judcze 
~oodman. 

The Deputy Auditors, in response to 
the petition, arrived in Bowling Green 
the afternoon of Oct. 15, to begin the 
next day their audit of the books. That 
night the courthouse was destroyed vy 
fire, but all of the recdrds of the differ- 
ent offices were saved. 

Judge Goodman explained to a Post- 
Dispatch staff correspondent that he in- 
troduced the resolution for an audit of 
the county books for the purpose of as- 
certaining whether the tax records had 
been properly kept. Several years ago, 
before he became a member of the 
court, delinquent tax suits for more than 
$400 were filed against him, for his own 
taxes and the taxes of clients, which 
he had paid, and for which he held re- 
ceipts. He endeavored to find out why 
it was that the records of the Collector’s 
office showed taxes as delinquent when 
they had been paid. 
direction were not successful, but the 
suits were dismissed, after he produced 
his receipts. Other citizens of Pike 
County have had similar experiences. 

Clerk Had Been Ill. 

County Clerk Davis threw open the 
books of his office to the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent to show just how the dis- 
crepancies in his accounts occurred. He 
said that in August, 1912, he was stricken 
with nervous prostration, and was un- 
able to attend to the duties of his office 
during the next three years. During 
that time, his son, Frank Davis, had 
charge of the office. 

Davis said that he spent much of his 
time away from Bowling Green to get 
his mind away from official duties, and 
that his condition was such that he 
could do no mental or physical work 
whatever. His health improved so that 
he was able to take charge of his office 
Jan. 1, 1916, and perform some of his ot- 
ficial duties. 

It was while the son had charge of 
the office that the errors occurred. Da- 
vis said the son had not only to do two 
men’s work in the office, but that he 
had to look after his mother’s affairs, 
and was also worried on account of the 
condition of his father’s health. 

In August, 1913, a check for about $700 
from the State Auditor was received to 
pay for the State’s share of the expense 
of making ouf the tax books. This 
check was deposited by young Davis to 
the credit of his father in the bank. 
The son forgot to enter the check as a 
credit in his books, according to C. M. 
Davis, and entirely overlooked it in his 
settlement with the Treasurer at the 
end of the year. 

There was another error in 1914 In 
Davis’ favor of $300, due ta a mistake 


in addition, and two small errors, 
amounting to something over $100 
against Davis, the same year. When a 


- balance was struck it was found that 


Davis was indebted to the county to the 
extent of $956.61. 

“Within 10 minutes after I discovered 
the errors I walked into the County 
Treasurer's office and handed him this 
check,’” Davis said, exhibiting a can- 
celed check for the amount of the dis- 
crepancies. “It had not occurre to 
me that there was anything wrong wit 
my books. My s6n hes always been 
an accurate accountant, and I relied 
upon his figures.

How the Senate compelled Americans to pay a 
part of the allies’ war bills has a lesson. Freight 
between British and American ports, carried be- 
fore Aug. 1, 1914, for 2 shillings a ton, is carried 
since the latest sharp advance, for 16 shillings.

But it insists that those agencies must 
not be misused so as to impose on labor an un- 
fair disadvantage in its struggles, and so as to 
subordinate the civil to the military jurisdiction 
of the country. 

As a training school for soldiers, the militia ful- 
fills admirable purposes. But its field is-limited 
both by law and by practical conditions arising 
from the hostility of important classes of citi- 
zens. Tha possibilities of the standing army are 
limited by other practical cenditions, which hold 
ite maximum strength to a low minimum.

Grimm Learns of Illegal Impris- 
onment Through Parole of 
Joseph Wysocki, Aged 14. 


An inquiry, following the release on 
parole yesterday of Joseph Wysocki, 14 
years old, of 2417 Calvary avenue, from 
the city jail, where he had been placed 
to await transfer to the Missouri School 
for Boys at Boonville, revealed that it 
has been the custom for years to.placs 
youthful offenders in the jail in cases 
where the boys had reputations of hav- 
ing escaped from the industrial school 
or from the house of detention. 


Jailer Robert Walker told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter today that many boys 
have been brought there who had es- 
caped ‘from either institution. 


“I know there is a law against Sareinia 
boys in jail, but under the _ circum- 
stances we have felt justified in doing 
so,"” he said. “I believe boys of this 
class should be kept in jail.”’ 

Judge Grimm declared he was aston- 
ished when he learned through the pa- 
role of young Wysocki that the boy had 
been kept in the jail for two weeks, 
awaiting the sentencing of other boys, 
so that a group might be taken to the 
reform school and a saving made on 
railroad fare. 

“The system is outrageous,” said 
Judge Grimm. “The law provides that 
u boy cannot be put in jail for safekeep- 
ing, even before trial, and it certainly 
is an outrage to place a boy in jail 
after he has been tried and sentenced. 
The practice must be stopped and | will 
write to the Sheriff today instructing 
him to discontinue it immediately.” 
Judge Grimm said he had no previous 
knowledge that boys were ever kept in 
th: jail. 

Martin Meyer, Deputy Sheriff at- 
tached to the Juvenile Court, said the 
practice of sending ‘bad’ boys to jail 
instead of the House of Detention, had 
grown out of orders given to him to 
take certain boys there after they once 
had escaped,
